Public Opinion. 

The decision of the Supreme Court in the cas 
case is still the topic of the day. On the streets 
the question of the houristhe latest fluctua- 
tion of gas stock. Inthe courts every point of 
the lengthy decision has been gone over care- 
fully, weighed and digested, In the city 
offices the same anestion, complicated 
by ignorance ot what the Gas Company pro- 
poses to do,is discussed. 

Everywhere the city is inundated with gas, 
aml there is no diminution to the interest 
which attaches to the discussion. 

The most general feeling is 
the judgment. No one 
some astute brokers really appear 
to have anticipated the judgment, and upon 
the judges whoentered tueir devisions in ths 
case on its Muy up to the Supreme Court the 
decision bas fallen like a bombshell. 

Opinion does not seem to huve crystalized 
as yet, as tothe right or wrong of the decision. 
The fact that the Supreme Court bas uttered its 
jucgment seems, in fact as well asin law, to 
have settied the case. 

There is of course some feeling among the 
tax-payers atthe enormous.additional burden 
thrown upon the city. 

The gas stock has gone up wonderfully in the 
lust two days. A close calculation based upon 
the assets and linblitiesin sightof the company 
puts the actual vulue of the stock between $350 
to 400.

The facts 
already developed tend to show that there are 
others which ought to be exposed; We think 
we ought to accept all the aid tendered in 
good faith. Exposure ef speculaitons 
by officers upon the Government, without re- 
gard to the animus, isin the public interest. 
Itis our purpose to insure every necessary 
facility to any one feeling an interest in the 
matter for a full and thorough investigation.“

Panis, October 25.—It pleases the Parisians 
to believe that Patti is dying to devote the re- 
mainder of her life and talent to their service. 
It does not hurt Patti; and so, whenever Paris 
is mentioned in her hearing, she assumes the 
air of a Mignon singing. Know Ye the 
Land?’’ There is a little bit of insincerity on 
both sides, especially on the side of the Paris- 
ians, who are always pretending that Fate 
keeps them and her asunder, when it is mere- 
ly pounds, shillings and pence. They will not 
pay her enough money. ‘They want the first- 
rate article for the second-rate price; so Patti. 
instead of giving them the sweet notes which 
cost much in the market, gives themthe soft 
words which cost nothing, and stays away. 
Until the other day it was six years since she 
sang a note in this capital, and it is ten since 
she sang here night after night. 

Au fond they are rather angry with her for 
not consenting to sing at a loss. They are like 
the people who advertise for lady companions 
to whom salary is no object in 
comparison with good society. Every- 
body ought to be glad to come to Paris 
on the city’s own terms. Patti smilingly ad- 
mits all this, and puts in an appearance fora 
day or two about twice every ten years. Her 
coming is nevertheless attended with all the 
solemuities of a lasting reconciliation. 

Thus there was no lack of touching cere- 
monial when she entered her name forthe 
benefit of the Dramatic Artists’ Society. It 
was the return of the prodigal, and smart 
chreniquers filled the papers with boule- 
vardian variationson ' There is no Place Like 
Home.,“ There was a grand dinner of fatted 
calf and extras on the nigit of 
arrival, followed by a grand defile of all mu- 
sical and literary Paris at her afternoon re- 
ception. It was true she had spent a whole 
season in England, and she was merely taking 
Paris on her way to Munich, Dresden, Vienna 
and Berlin; still it should be treated as a re- 
turn for good. Everybody booked for the 
Trocadero—the one afternoon performance 
brought in nearly 65,000 frances. The Prince 
and Princes of Wales were there with a batch 
of Russian grand dukes. Why name others 
after these? Patti trembled visibly when she 
came forward for her first air (from **Semi- 
ramide’*). She always trembles; it is part of 
the comedy; they like to have her seem uncer- 
tain of forgiveness. She still bas 
the look of a child, though 
she is six-and-thirty years of age 
it was not I who found it out, but a French 
reporter, Who has been burrowing in the 
baptismal records of Spain. Withthe naughty 
child before them in that deprecating way, 
the enthusiastic ‘*ovation’’ came as a matter 
of course. And happily for Patti, while she 
was mabing amends, another public favorite 
Was giving offense. The willful Sara was to 
‘‘speak a piece“ for the benefit; but, at the 
very last moment, she sent to say that she 
tld not come. “fl am conmmissioned to 
offer no excuses,” sald the gentleme in 
Who appeared on the platform, I sive the 
message as it has reached me.“ = (ILisses.) 
‘*Arthe same time, lam happy to announce 
that, inorder to fil this void in the pro- 
cramme, Madame Patti will sing again.’’ 
This time it wasadelirinum ofapplause. Then 
came the grand air of # nan’, followed, with 
every appearance ofa sudden inspiration of 
cenerosity, by Hugo's Si rous n°’ tres riena 
‘The excitement of good feeling wis 
ut its height: it was a love feast of tuneful 
reconciliatton. Ido not know whether it was 
by the next train, orby the next but one, that 
Patti went abroad again. 

Still Paris is half- right; she must love the 
city, for it has been so intimately associated 
with the most startling variations of fortune 
in her career. She was a very poor apology 
for a butterfly, indeed, when she first came 
here—I do not care to remember how many 
years ago—to try her luck. The knowing 
ones ssid sne wasto bea wonder, but they 
say thatsooften. She had some faint glim- 
mer ofa foreign halo of repute about her, 
which of course was nothing to us. She 
waited the event in the modest Hotel de Ca- 
lais, ready for either fortune nad 
an immediate change of quarters; failure, 
and flight after the prompt settlement of the 
modest bill. We all know how 
it turned out: her voice and manner 
were admirable, but she was alittle barbare 
jan n other respects. Such toilets—home- 
made perhaps—Paris had never seen the like. 
Sbe had to be born again to style, and it was 
soon done. Mario’s Hotel, in the Rue des 
Bassins, was the next move, and it Was a sig- 
nificant one; poor Mario was going out 
Patti was coming in, in more senses than one. 
From the Rue des Bassins to the Champs Ely- 
sees seemed buta step; and whata crowd was 
there at the receptions. of the now acknowl- 
edged Queen of Song! The Turk and the 
Russian, pasha and general and minis- 
ter, took their turn of waiting for 
a word or a smile. The Erazzus, 
the Darus, the St. Amands swelled the throng 
witn the band of the *‘gardenias,”’ so-called 
from their wearing that flower in their button- 
holes on first nights. And among this pick of 
our Parisian gomine was a certain De Caux. 
It was a race between them all for a prize: 
und this last named compctitor, Who was not 
inthe betting, somehow carried it off. It 
Was a decisive event for JDatti, because it 
placed ber just where sbe wanted to be in the 
world ofrank. His relations were so kind, 
admitting her in tbe most gracely way to the 
privilege of loving them and calling them fu; 
and his relations were the Duenesse de Val- 
the my, Princesse Genetti, the Comtesse de 
Reculot. 

Here was Patti’s Eden, and the loss of it 
is ull her woe. She is intensely proud; and 
the clue to her present life and aim is to re- 
conquer the position which she enjoyed, for a 
brief space, as the welcome guest of the Fau- 
bourg St. Germain. She is tired of public 
triumphs, and would cheerfully forego them 
forever, if she could recover her social con- 
sideration. The favor of the crowd ts buta 
means to an end. She is aStrafford whodas 
turned demagogue for the moment whifé in 
the sulks with the Court party. Popular 
appiayse took her to the Faubourg; 
and She fondly believes that it muy 
take her there again. er objective 
point is the companionship of equality with 
certain noble dames who need neither be witty, 
talents, nor wit, having the al in all in their 
names. Their quiet corn of her—and I 
speak now of the Faubourg of every great 
copital—is the intolerable punishment which, 
in her eyes, is greater than her offense. She 
reveals this state of feeling in every utterance. 
She could not pass through Paris this week to 
sing ata pullie concert without expressing to 
every one who chose to listen her apprehen- 
sion of **the attitude of the Faubourg.’’ 

What had the Faubourg to do with it? 
Nothing, and everything. Note the same 
feeling in regard to her reception in England. 
No offers of money, as we know, could tempt 
her to appear at a certain great house there as 
a bired performer. Her all-sufficient honor- 
arium was the card of invitation which placed 
her on the footing of a cuest. She is storming 
society in all the capitals, in the same way, and 
is reserving the prestige of her victories else- 
where for the final attempt upon Paris. where 
necessarily she bas most resistance to expect. 
Here she has personal as well as caste 
antipathies to conquer in the exclusive set. 
She will never conquer them: but 
the hope of it keeps her alive. All prospect 
of winning her way back by gentle means is, 
of course, at an end; it is a struggle a 
outrance, and suffering has given her such a 
perverted intensity of purpose that she is pos- 
itively the happier for the aversion she in- 
spires. To make people speak to you whose 
sole desire is to be permitted to cut you dead 
is her notion of social pleasure and an accom- 

lished end in life. It is this feeling, per- 
— which is gradually hardening the lines 
of her lips almost to deformity and giving to 
her otherwise mobile countenance the expres- 
sion of a baby prematurely called on to bear 
the strain of cutting its wisdom teeth. 
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ANCIENT BANKING. 


Checks, Receipts and Usuryin Babylon, 
Athens and Rome. 
From the London Standard, November 3. 

Mr. F. G. Hilton Price, F. G. S., read a 
paper at the opening meeting of the Institute 
of Bankers. entitled Notes on Ancient Bank- 
ers and Golésmiths tothe close of the Seven- 
teenth Century. Mr. Price, who is the 
author of **The Handbook of London Bank- 
ers,“ gave a large number of very interesting 
facts on the subject, referring in the opening 
part of his paper to the little that is known of 
the operations of banking, or trade of an 


equivalent character, among the Chinese and 
Hindoos as far back as 2250 B. C. Although 
tbere were no actug# records of banking 
amorg the ancient ians, yet it appeared 
certain that that cla traders exi As Was 
inferred from varic es made of precious 
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her 


metals. Some of the monetary*transactions 
mentioned in the Bib,e some two thousand 
ears B. C. were also referred ta. The au- 
hor dwells on tbe recent discoveries made in 
Assyria by the late George Smith of the Brit- 
ish Museum. and gave translations of tablets 
discovered by that gentleman, especially in 
connection with the tablets or checks, 
Teceipts and other records of a 

reat firm of the name of 
lol, who flourished 597 B. C. These 
tablets he classified in order. A remarkable 
fact in connection with the tablets was that 
cach bore the day of the month, date and 
regnal year of the monarch in whose reign the 
transactions were made. Among the tablets 
was also a bank almanac of the firm, eon- 
taining the compiete calendar of the Baby- 
lonian year. It appeared from this disclosure 
that the usurious rate of cent per cent was 
sumetimes charged on loans. The speaker 
then passed on to notice the monetary trans- 
actions of the Greeks, ameng whom, especia!- 
ly in Atbens, there were plenty of money 
dealers. Bills of exchange were, iu 
those early times, made use of, and could 
be transmitted from place to place. Although 
mech was known of the Roman practice, 
there was no information whether the check— 
the attributis, or per scriptum—was capable 
of being transferred to any one else by the 
person who received it, or whether it was 
only payable tothe drawee. Recent discov- 
eries at Pompeii,in the house of a Rom in 
banker, had resulted in unearthing the actual 
tablets used in his banking business, and they 
represented receipts for payment and the 
registration of payments made to 
the public exchequer. 

the Norman conquest. the 

were broughtto England by William I., and 
introduced bills of excnange and the practice 
of lending money at interest upon security of 
landed property. The next point noticed was 
the rise and progress of the goldsmiths, chief- 
ly in London. Previous to the fire, goldsmiths 
lived in Chepe. After the tire they removed 
to Lombard street. About the time of 
Charles I. the goldsmiths had super- 
fluous builion in the Tower of London, 
for safe keeping; but this led to 
the King seizing the whole, amounting to 
£200,000, and it was some time before the sum 
was repaid. Mr. Price brought down his list 
of goldsmiths to the year 1690, introducing 
the names of Messrs. Blanchard & Child at 
**Ye Marygeld,’’ now Messrs. Childe & 
Co.; Messrs. Duncombe & Kant, 
at e Grasshopper.“ now lessrs. 
Martin & Co.; James Hoare, of e Golden 
Bottle.“ now Messrs. Hoare, Fleet street, 
and Humpbrey Stocks, e Black Horse,“ 
now Messrs. Barnett, Hoare & Co. The 
Bank of England, established in 1694 became 
a serious rival to the goldsmiths and bankers.

JERSEYVILLE, ILL., November 18.—Benj,

‘THE BAG-PICKERS. 


Toilers of the Night in the Fature 
Great. 


Their Project to Establish a Rag 
Exchange. 


Fects and Figures About a Peculiar Call- 
ing—How They Are Controlled 
by the Police. 


The rag-pickers of the city are endeavoring 
to establish an exchange or emporium for 
their wares where they can dispose of them 
to better advantage than by the present meth- 
od, holding that rags and garbage will bring 
as fair as profit into first hands as when they 
pass through those of middlemen as at the 
present time. ö 

Two meetings have already been held for 
the consideration and discussion of the ex- 
change question, and the prospects for the es- 
tablishment of such a mart at no late day are 

‘fair. The last meeting was held at Turner 
Hall on Sunday afternoon, on which occasion 
the attendance was so poor that an adjourn- 
ment was made untii next Sunday at 2 o’clock 
in the afternoon. 

THE NUMBER IN ST. LOUIS. 

It is estimated that there are engaged in the 
avocation of rag-picking and garbage gleaning 
in the city of St. Louis in the neighborhood of 
2,40 people, embracing all ages, colors, sexes 
and nationalities but that of Americans, who 
hold aloof from the ‘‘rag’’ profession. 
This horde is scatterec throughout 
the city and work nuecordingly, either 
singly or in couples, and may be fitly designa- 
ted as the city scavengers. 7 

There is nothing in the least degree fascin- 
ating about such a life, andthe only wonder 
is why so many people follow it. Fortune 
cannot be attained by sucha profession, and 
cleanliness or health cannot once be 
taken into consideration in the 
premises. It is a life of hardship and 
toil shorn of the faintest tinge of excitement 
or romance that characterizes other callings. 

OILERS OF THE NIGHT. 

Rag-pickers are toilers of the night, and 
they toil as silently as the legendary spirits of 
the other world. At just what hour one of 
this ilk sets out upon his weary rounds is not 
known, butto meet them at two and three 
o*clock in the morning prowling about the 
streets is nothing unusual. 

THE LOWEST CLASS 

are said to begin work at or about midnight 
and cease at the dawn of day. Armel witha 
large bag of some coarse material and a strong 
hook, they sally forth through the streets and 
allevways, and everything that lies in their 
path isa prize. Each and every scrap of pa- 
per, no matter how badly soiled, 1s caught up 
with avidity and stored away in the 
bag, all articles of cast-off clothing, no matter 
from what source, go into the same receptacle, 
und bits of rope, leather, oldiron, copper and 
timsbare the same fate. Nothing is too small 
or worthless for them to bend over, or noth- 
ing too large that can be stoweil away in thebag. 
They earcfully inspect every heap 
of rubbish and garbage and 
fight with the rats for decayed vegetables and 
table scraps found amid such rubbishe The 
early morning finds them completing their 
roumds, and then they dispose of their might’s 
work at some convenient junk shop and cease 
operations until the busy city is again shroud- 
ed in darkness. 

> tun SECOND CLASS 
are those who have risen fromthe ranks and 
assumed the roie of middlemen. By some 
hook or crook they have managed to obtain 
possession of an old sawbones horse and apol-

There are stories extant of 
fortunes having been found by these scaven- 
gers inthe streets and alleys and in garbage 
heaps, but they can not be authenticated, and 
are probably untrue, as the major part of the 
craft live and die in rags and poverty.

WATCHING FOR THE CABLE SHIP. 


Awaiting the Arrival of the French 
Cable at North Eastham, Mass. 
NORTH EASTHAM, November 14.—A party 
of gentlemen, representing the Pouper— 
Quertier Cable and the American Union Tele- 
graph Companies came down to this remote 
Cope Cod village to-day, ina special parlor 
and hotel ar on the regular train, to witness 
the arrival and landing of the new French 
cable. The party includes George Van Chan- 
vin, chief engineer and manager of the Cable 
Company, and formerly managing director of 
the Direct Cable Company, Baron De Cam- 
bourg, secretary of the company: Count Don 
Hoff, of the German Legation at Washington;

This new cable is from Brest, France. to 
St. Pierre, Miquelon, and from thence to this 
place, Which is not far from Provincetown, 
The new company is composed of French and 
American capitalists, the Frenchmen holding 
the controlling interest. The central wire is 
surrounded by ten copper wires, twisted. 
For insulating purposes three envelopes of 
gutta-percha surround the wire, and outside 
of the gutta-percha is a wrapping of manila 
hemp. Outside the hemp is an armor 
of steel wire, the wires being laid in a pecul- 
iar manner side by side. Surrounding the 
armor is another covering of manilla hemp. 
saturated with an anti corrosive compound. 
At the completion of the laying of this cable 
the Faraday will return te Brest, when an- 
other cable of similar character will be laid 
from Brest to Land’s End, Kugland. At tha 
American end connection will be made with 
the lines of the American Union, which are 
alreadyin place. The pomt where the land

A BANKRUPT LAW. 


S}-ould a New Oe Be Enacted to Take 
the Place of the Old One? 


What the Besten Merchants Think About 
the N atter. 


A Variety of Opinions From St. Louis 
Bu3iness Men. 


It has now been about a yearsince the repeal 
ot the National bankrupt law went into effect, 
and business men have hadan opportunity of 
making observations on the results. The old 
bankrupt law was very odious to the people, 


and there was much congratulation througbout 


the whole country when it was repealed. But 
already there are clemorings for another 
bankiu;t law. It has been discovered that 
sime sort of one is necessary, and there wil! 
be a strong pressure on Congress this winter to 
take some action in the matter. The principai 
trouble arises from the tact that there is no 
vnifomity in the modes of settling up 
the affuirs 01 insolvent firms and 


individuals in the different States. In some 
Stutes un exemption of a homestead and 8300 
is nllowed, while in Texas, tor instance, an 
option of $2,000 18 aliowed. Itis argued 
thatthere are 
NO STATE LINES IN TRADE, 

and that there should be a uniform system tor 
the settlement of bankrupt estates, it natters 
not who they may be. 

At a late meeting of the 
end leather merchants held to consider this 
subject, Mr. Charles A. Grinnell, ofthe firm 
of Grinnell, Day K Co., macea lengthy state- 
ment, in which he took occasion to say that. 
if merchants in Boston sold goods to a party ia 
Tennessee, and that party should fall, he saw 
no reason why the Boston crediters shoul: not 
sbare equally inthe ussets with creditors 
the sume or other States, to all otf whom 
bankrupt might have owed mone v. The 
great difficulty was, he said, where one man 
failed from honest necessity, ten failed with 
dishonest intentions, and to reach all such men 
an national law was an absolute necessity. 
The merchants of Boston felt, and especially 
those connected with the Shoe and leather trade 
thatalaw should be enacted compelling the 
bankrupt to turn over all his assets, and provid- 
ing thatsetter he had done so the vereditors, 
whether living within or without the State in 
which the bankrupt resided, should share 
«equally in the assets. Mr. Grinnell said fur ther, 
that a national law. against which the differe: it 
—— jaws could have no jurisdiction, should 

be passed by the next Congress, and that ever * 
meichant ought to urge upon their Se nutors 
and Representatiy es the necessi 
ty of supporting and pass- 
inganational bankrupt law. In tnat law he 
would provide tor lessening the expense of 
bankrupt proceedings, tbe appointment ot 
assignees or trustees by the creditors only, com- 
position at not less than fifty cents, parties 
obtaining goods under false or fruudulent rep- 
1esentations to be punished by imprisonment, 
snd a general exemption law of $1000 tosuper 
ue de ali State exemption laws. 

Itis the opinion of the leading merchants of 
both Boston and New York that seme sort o! 
a bankrupt jaw should be enacted. 

The POSt-DISPATCH has 
viewed a number of St. Louis 
ness men and lawyers on the subject. 

Mi. BDOOGHER, 
of J. H. Wear, Boogher & Co., wholesale dry 
goods men, was of the opinion that tne old 
bankrupt law was worse than no bankrupt law 
atall, andto get rid of it was a vreut relief, 
lie had not been made to believe any legisla 
tion on the subject was needed. 
ANOTHER GENTLEMAN, 
who is a member of one ofthe leading u 
sale dry goods houses in the city. but who did 
not want his name mentioned, said 

‘*When the billto repeal the bankrupt law 
was plucea upon its final passage, Jude 
Davis, foru.eily of the Sapreme Court, 
in bis scat in the Senate and voted no, saving 
‘Thisisa great mistake, und one that wal 
Soon be apparent tothe people. I venture,’ 
said he, ‘to risk my reputation upon the 
sertion that ¢ ongress, under the pressure 
public opinion, wil ile nact a bankrupt law 
jess than two years.’
